Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany may visit
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition.

A strong, concerted effort, which has en-

listed man; of the agencies which are po-

tential with the German State Department.
is being made to bring about the visit, and
some encouragement has already been re-

ceived.
World's Fair Director John Schroera, a

leader among the Germans in St. Louis. Is
at the head of the movement.

Xo German Emperor has crossed the At-

lantic since "the Holy Roman Empire" was
founded, but the tradlUons which date rrom
Charlemagne's time have no binding force
In the Twentieth Century.

Director Schroers opened the way tenta-
tively by writing to a confidential corre-
spondent in the German Foreign Office at
Berlin, whose answers, though entirely un-

official, did not discourage the hope that
the Emperor might be Induced to Ignore
precedent and tradition, and honor the Fair
with his presence. While only the Initial and
formal steps have been taken by Mr. Schro-
ers. the way has been paved for Govern-
ment action, with an opportunity for suc-

cess.

Nearly two months ago Mr. Chandlea took

excepUons to statements contained In Ad-

miral Evans's autobiography, which was
published under the title. "A Sailor's Log."
and in which the Admiral severely con-

demned Chandler's administration of the
Navy Department. He wrote Long and Ev-

ans about the matters which Evans criti-
cised, and particularly requested Evans to
look up the records of tho department and
ascertain that he was erring.

After waiting a reasonable time for a re-

ply. Senator Chandler wrote another letter
to Secretary Long, charging Evans with
conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle-
man. Private advices received In this city
from Mr. Chandler, who is in New Hamp-
shire, indicate that he does not Intend to
let the matter rest.

If, afier waiting a reasonable time, he
finds that the department is still loth to
bring Evans to account, he will again bring
the matter to Secretary Long's attention In
a letter even more emphatic than his first
communication.

EDITORS PLEDGE
THEIR SUPPORT.

"Sentiment is a good thing," said Presi-
dent Brown, "and we have Indulged In It
freely. I think the right thing for the
Kentucky editors to do Is to pledge Presi-
dent Francis and his associates that the
Kentucky people will make an appropria-
tion for representation at the World's Fair
large enough so that no Kentucklan who
visits the monster exposition will be
ashamed to boast to the people from all
over the world that he Is from Kentucky.
Let us then by a standing vote pledge every
Influence at our command to secure an ap-
propriation from the next General Assem-
bly to the end that Kentucky may be credit-
ably represented at the great fair."

INTEREST IJf THE VISIT
WOULD BE WIDESPREAD.
"If the Emperor accepts, the railroads

probably will find it hard to get together
cars enough to accommodate those from all
parts of the United States who will come to
receive him. The population of the United
States probably includes at least 35.000,000
persons who are either of German birth or
of German ancestry, and they would have
a special interest in seeing the Emperor.
Their Interest, however, would scarcely ex-
ceed that of other elements of the people.
The number thus specially attracted prob-
ably would run Into the hundreds of thou-
sands."

When asked what names he would sug-
gest as envoys to present the Invitation.
Mr. Schroers said it probably would be best
to select men of International reputation,
such distinguished German-America- as
Carl Schurz. Doctor Emll Preetcrlus and
Professor Munsterberg of Harvard College.

"There Is no reason that other sovereigns
should not be invited in the same way. If
King Edward of England were presslngly
invited, as It is purposed to invite the Em-
peror of Germany. I see no reason why he
should not accept. A similar invitation
might be extended to the Czar of Russia."

YOUTHFUL BURGLAR

IS UNDER ARREST.

Carl Pcttiford Confesses to a Crim-
inal Career Covering

Carl Pettlford. 18 years old. who was ar-

When Pettlford was arrested a number of
burglar's tools were found on him, which
caused the officers to investigate his ante-
cedents and previous movements closely.
The house of C. M. McNIchols, on Minerva
avenue, near Wellston. had been robbed
Friday nhrht. and Mr. McNIchols identified
Pettlford as the man seen on the premises.
After a thorough "sweating" Pettlford con-
fessed that he was the culprit, and told the
Marshal that he had been engaged in that
branch of criminal work In St. Louis and
vicinity fcr more than three years. He
said that last week he and two companions
entered the residence of a man named
81 is. In Cabanne, and stole SCO worth of
diamonds and Jewelry.

Pettlford's confession was taken down by
the Clayton authorities, and a list of the
houses which he said he had entered was
prepared. There will be InvesUgated. with
a view to confirming the prisoner's state-
ments.

TOO ILL TO DISCUSS POLITICS.

Uncertainty as to
Stone's Political Aspirations.

Former Governor William J. Stone was
not In condition, physically, yesterday to
discuss the report from Kansas City that
he was to attend a banquet and political
conference there August 11 and to at that
time consent to the launching of his boom
for the Democratic nomination for the
presidency In 1904.

As stated in The Republic several days
ago. Governor Stone has been confined to
his bed since the beginning of last week
with a severe Illness. His condition was
oronounced better yesterday, but he Is still
weak, a condition said to be largely due to
the fasting imposed upon him by, his phy-
sician. He was allowed to receive neither
callers nor messages yesterday and his son.
Klmbrough Stone, who was seen at his
father's residence. No. 3S3 West Pine
boulevard, stated that he was positively
charged by his father's physician to bring
no business questions of any character be-

fore him until he had made greater ad-

vancement toward recovery.
Asked if his father had at any time dis-

cussed such a meeting as that announced to
be held at the Baltimore Hotel. Kansas
City. August 11. Klmbrough Stone said that
he had not. He further stated that he had
never heard of the proposed Kansas City
conference Stone boom until yesterday
afternoon, and that. In his opinion, his
father was uninformed on the subject. He
said he had not heard of any Invitation
being received by his father to attend such
a conference and that, as far as he knew,
none had been received.

It was suggested to him that a committee
of Kansas City friends of his father would
hardly announce his coming to the confer-
ence without some authority on which to
base their action.

"I know nothing about It whatsoever,"
persisted the son.

Although It was Impossible yesterday to
get any declaration rrom uovernor stone

A relapse or any
complication of his trouble would render his
attendance at the Kansas City conference
quite out of the question.

MICHAEL DAVITT SAYS BOERS
CAN HOLD OUT

Hy Thai Time, Declares the Irish Leader, England's Attempt to Crush
Ht-- r Two Little Republics Will Have Cost Her ?7,50O,O0O,OlO

Directly Country Is in aTretty Pickle, He Asserts
"Koberts a Meaner Soldier Than General

Weyler." Trouble Elsewhere.

IRISH IMMIGRATION TO UNITED STATES MUST BE

RKPUBLIC SPECIAL.
New Tork. Aug. 3. Michael Davltt, who

a year ago resigned his seat In the British
Parliament as a protest against the Boer
War, arrived here to-d- on the St, Paul
from Southampton. He was met at the North
River pier by a delegation from the United
Irish Societies.

Mr. Dailtt, whoe health Is excellent, said
he had a pleasant voyage across the ocean
acd that he expected to return to Ireland In
about two months.

"I have come here this time simply for
pleasure," he said y, "but during my
short stay I will visit some of the leading
cities and may make a few speeches. I have
acce;ted an Invitation from John F. Flnerty
to make, an address at the anniversary cele-
bration of the United Irish Societies, to be
held In Chlcato on August 13. I will cer-
tainly speak In Boston and a few other
cities."

"While here I will consult with leading
on the subject of Irish im-

migration, which, if not stopped, will In a
short time depopulate my native land.

"We want to keep some of the people at
home. There Is only half as many people
there row as there was when I was born
in 1S4E. Immigration westward Is hurting
industrial conditions, and if the tide flowing
annually Into the United States is checked.
It will also benefit conditions here."

Boer War Good for Another Year.
"You are still a steward of the Chlltern

Hundreds?" Mr. Davltt was asked.
"Tea; I bad to accept that sham office so

as to get out of the British Parliament
when I protested against the Injustice of
the Boer war. Then I went to South Af-
rica and saw things as they really are. Tho
Boer war will last another year, and If, in
the meantime, England has trouble on her
hands In India or elsewhere, they may win
their noble fight for Independence."

"The Boer war and its consequences are
claiming the attention of both the Liberals
and. Tories." continued Mr. Davltt, "They
realize that England, has cot herself Into
a frightful mesh of 'trouble in undertaking
to crush the people of those two little Re-
publics. The war. as far as It has gone.
has cost England an enormous amount of
money, and her military prestige."

"What does the withdrawal of 70,000 In-
fantry men from South Africa mean? Is a
rebellion In India threatened?"

ENGLAND WAS NOT UNKIND.

General Baden-Powe- ll Says Mrs.
Kruger Was Well Cared For.

London. Aug. 1 The charge has been
made that Mrs. Kruger was subjected to
unkind treatment by the British, and was
practically held a Prisoner.

General Baden-Powe- ll now asserts that
Mrs. Kruger since President Kruger left
South Africa for Europe, up to the time ct
her death, was In receipt of 20 a month
from the British Government, and that she
has also had the free use of a Government
carriage and Government horses.

The Mafeklng hero also states that Mrs.
Steyn. wife of President Steyn of the late
Orange Free State, was paid floo a month
by the Government, and likewise had the
use of a carriage and hcrses.

This latter statement is said to be con-
firmed by a letter from Mrs. Steyn to a
nleco In Scotland. In which she wrote: "I
never lived So well in my life."
